I will not desert you until the reindeer project is ei ther permanently 
established or abandoned, yet I wish you would see Mr. Kimball about the place I 
desire for in the meantime some other man might step ine I want to stay here or 
go to that place but I do not want to go until as I said the rsindesr business is 
either established or abandoned. I am doing my part here as well as I can and I 


wish you would see to this point in my future. 


As to Mr. Anthony or Vincent I do not care to decide. You know my
